U.S. Would 
Let Russia 
See Tests 


By DORIAN FAUK 


GENEVA (AP) - The United 


States proposed today to allow So- 
viet inspection of American atom- 
ic devices exploded cither in seis- 
mic research programs or for 
peaceful purposes. 


The American 
proposal 
was 


made with British backing at the 
resumed three-power talks on sus- 
pension of nuclear weapons tests. 


Soviet Delegate Semyon K. Tsa- 


rapkin_declincd to express an alti- 
tude until his government can 
study thc proposal in detail. 


The West earlier had proposed 


a 27-month moratorium on small 
underground tests. The Soviet Un- 
i&n asked for at least four years. 
The United States now is willing 
to extend the moratorium. 


During thc moratorium research 


would be undertaken to improvo 
detection methods. 


U. S. Delegate Arthur II. Dean's 


proposals wcre aimed nt breaking 
the deadlock in (he a'/i-ycjir-olil 
negotiations. 


The Western powers also are 


willing to reduce lhe number of 
control posts to be constructed in 
the Soviet Union. 


The negotiations have bogged 


down over methods of policing a 
test ban and particularly over the 
difficulty 
of 
detecting 
under- 


ground tests. To gain more Infor- 
mation on this subject, the United 
States proposes to hold some un- 
derground tests using old devices. 
Under Dean's new proposal these 
would be open to unrestricted So- 
viet inspection.

"On Monday of this week," the

City detectives were sent to the 
University of North Carolina and 
Philadelphia's LaSalle College to 
bring in several players for ques- 
tioning. By Monday, too, it de- 
veloped that three students at the 
University of Connecticut—not one 
—had been questioned." 


James Henry, LaSalle athletics 


director, commented,

moment, I do not know anything 
about it. No one has talked to 
me."
